Strikes in Several Cities. 


The agreement comes at a time when a 
national strike of the machinsts seemed 


having struck two weeks ago, 500 men are 
on a strike in Columbus, O.; 500 in Paterson, 
N. J.; 500 in Philadelphia, and 5,000 in Chi- 
cago, making a total of nearly 9,000. 

President O’Connell and Organizer Reid 
have been working for several days to reach 
a settlement, and they say they have ob- 
tained the signatures of a majority of the 
large employers to what is known as the 
international agreement. Much difficulty 
was obviated by the willingness of the man- 
ufacturers to treat with comimittees of work- 
men from their own shops, without any for- 
mal recognition of the union. 


Will Prevent Strikes. 


“We have won a sweeping victory,” said 
President O’Connell, “‘ and can point to one 
of the most important developments in the 
industrial history of the country. The Board 
of Arbitration will prevent any more strikes 
of machinists. The result was reached with- 
out half the trouble expected, the repre- 
pentatives of the manufacturers showing a 
fair spirit. The board will not go intases- 
sion until two months hence; but this will 
not interfere with the men going back to 
work at once.”” — 

The strike has cost the machinists $200,000 
in lost wages. The manufacturers have lost 
much more. 

What effect the settlement of the strike of 
the machinists will have upon the trouble 
of other labor organizations is a question, 
but the general opinion is that it will hasten 
the adjustment of their troubles. 

Railroad officials are becoming anxious 
about the labor troubles. They fear that 
unless there is a settlement soon the re- 
ceigis will show a material decrease. Much 
of the increases in earnings is due to the 
heavy demand for machinery and building 

materials, and if shipments of these fall off. 
receipts will drop with them.

PARIS, March 80.—Another brilliant vic- 
tory for French arms in the district of In 
Salah was reported by the Minister of War 
to the President of the republic during the 
Cabinet meeting today. 

A, large body of Ksouriens assembled 
around Inrhar and menaced the French oc- 
cupation of In Salah. Colonel D’Eu attacked 
the forces on March 19, opening with a 
furious bombardment. The mosque was de- 
fended by warriors from Touat, Aoulef, and 
Akalbl. Six hundred of them were killed 
and 450 taken prisoners, among whom was 
their great leader, Pasha de Trinmi el Driss, 
and Ben Maini, Governor of Ben Maini. 

The French loss was nine men. In addition 
thirtyreight native troops were killed, in- 
cluding two native officers. Lieutenants 
Mielet and Voinot were among the seriously 
‘wounded. 

The enemy was armed with modern rifles. 

The Minister of War sent his congratula- 
‘tions to the troops for their bravery. 

The disastrous defeat at Inrhar leaves the 
French masters of south Algeria. 


- Limits Legion of Honor.

BERLIN, March 30.—To prove the necessi- 
ty for more ships the imperial naval staff has 
collected statistics of German transmarine 
investments.

co, or 5,C90,000,000 marks altogether, in 
both Americas, 600,000,000 marks in Au- 
stralasia, 1,000,000,000 marks in Asia, Euro- 
pean Turkey, and Egypt. The remainder 
is invested in Africa. 

The income from these investments fs es- 
timated at 450,000,000 ‘marks annually. 

These figures do not include foreign loans 
and spectiative investments, which are not 
calculable. 

More n Demands. 

The Hessian Agricultural council will peti- 
tion the Reichstag to double the grain duties 
after the commercial treaties expire, mak- 
ing the wheat duty 70 marks per ton, and 
the flour duty 150 marks. 

The Frankfort Zeitung publishes: a table 
of the changes desired by a western agri- 
cultural chamber which demands from 35 
to 756 marks duty on horses instead of from 
10 to 20 marks; and 300 marks per ton on 
fresh meat instead of 150 marks; 360 marks 
on hams instead of 200 marks; 300 marks 
on bacon instead of 200; 1,000 marks on 
sausages instead of 200; 300 marks on lard 
instead of 100; likewise 80 marks on oleo- 
margarine or tallow instead of 20; and de- 
mands 40 marks per ton on table fruit and 
120 marks on dried fruits. 


EFFECT ON BRITISH PRESTIGE. 


Early Reverses in Boer War Said to 
Have Changed Japan’s Attitude 
Toward Russia.

‘VIENNA, March 30.—Vienna and all Aus- 
tria wiil be tonight under the heaviest snow 
that has fallen for many winters. For twen- 
ty-four hours a blizzard of the fiercest kind 
has raged and the snow is now over two 
feet deep on the level. No street cars moved 
today until noon, all passeriger trains have 
been delayed, and a number had to be 
shoveled out of the drifts. A fortnight ago 
the lilacs were in leaf and the woods con- 
tained wild flowers and song birds. Not 
since 1860 has there been such a snowfall 
in March. 
Details of Shah’s Visit. 

It issnow known that it has been decidea 
that the Shah of Persia is to be the guest 
of Emperor Franz Josef on his way home 
from Paris. The Shah is expected to be 
here four days. With him will come his 
son, Prince Schua Sallane, who visited 
Vienna a year ago, anda large retinue. The 
return will be via Constantinople. His de- 
parture from Teheran will take place in a 
few days, “and the trip has been so ar- 
ranged that now it is expected he will reach 
Vienna in July, although, as the Shah plans 
to take the cure at some European water- 
ing place, it is possible his arrival may be 
delayed. 


Another Language Grievance. 

One of the products of the Czech-German 
conference is the refusal of the Slavonian 
members of the Styrian Landtag to attend 
the sessions of that body, now in progress, 
They demand the granting of equal rights in 
Styria to the Slavonian tongue that the 
German enjoys and have decided that the 
only way to secure the government's at- 
tention for the demand is to render the Land- 
tag incompetent to perform its functions and 
compel the state to give them what they 
wish. 

Nuns Keep Jewish Girl. . 

Israel Oraten, father of the Jewish girl 
whose kidnaping by the nuns of the Felician 
cloister in Cracow last December has been 
described in these cables, appeared yesterday 
before the Galician Governor, Pininski, and 
begged for help. He cited the declaration of 
the nun Rosalie that *“* We shall endeavor to 
drag thé matter along month after month 
until May, then Michalina will be 14 years 
of age and will belong to us.”’ 

Governor Pininski told the despairing fath- 
er he was sorry, but the officers had been un- 
able to locate the girl, and therefore he could 
do nothing.

BRITISH ATTITUDE TO CHINA. 


Position of the Ministry Explained to 
House of Commons by Under Sec-

LONDON, March 30.—In the House of 
Commons today Joseph Walton, Liberal, 
complained that Great Britain had failed to 
uphold British commercial and political in- 
terests in China, and demanded a more vig- 
orous policy if it was proposed to meet Rus- 
sia’s energetic progress. He congratulated 
American statesmanship upon the signal 
triumph of American diplomacy, saying 
Great Britain’s commercial community owed 
a debt of gratitude to American statesman- 
ship, which had secured equal opportunity 
for British trade with their own throughout 
China. 

William St. John Brodrick, Under Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, said that 
Great Britain could not force concessions. 
As to the suggestion of codperation on the 
part of the powers in securing administrative 
reforms in China, he pointed out that this 
would mean an assumption of the govern- 


ment of China.

BREAK UP THE SESSION. 


DR. ARTHUR HOUGHTON SAYS IT WAS 
OFFERED TO BREAK A WILL, 


Confesses Agreeing to Accept It and 
Give False Testimony as to Mrs. 
Martha E. Fulton’s Mental Condi- 
tion—Then Threw Of Temptation— 
Attorney Richardson, in Whose Of- 
fice Witness Asserts Negotiations 
Took Place, Denies 


When the contest over the will of Mrs. 
Martha E. Fulton came up before Judge 
Batten yesterday afternoon, Dr. Arthur 
Houghton, 2829 Calumet avenue, made a 
confession of agreeing to accept a bribe for 
false testimony. He had been the physician 
of the woman for some time prior to her 
death and had signed her will as a witness. 
She left an estate valued at $55,000, and the 
probating of the will was opposed by Alfred 
Francis Ross, 4746 Lake avenue, a half 
brother of the testatrix; Willard J. Hynt,a 
nephew, Valparaiso, Ind.; and Tho L. 
Ross, another half brother living at To- 
peka, Kas. Their objection was based upon 
the claim that the document was not the 


will of Mrs. Fulton. 

“I was offered $10,000, or a deed to the 
property at 5344 Jeffe avenue, to say 
that Mrs. Fulton was insane or of a mental 
condition which deprived her of the power 
to make a will legally,”’ said Dr. Houghton, 
on the witness stand. “ It Wasa great temp- 
tation. I was suffering from heart disease 
and believed I was about to die. It was 
impressed upon me that if I died my wife 
would be left without any means of sup- 
port. My moral courage was not sufficient 
to resist the temptation, and I entered into 
a quasi agreement to do as I was requested. 
But the plot wore on my conscience, and I 
did not do it. I grew better and threw off 
the temptation. I put the matter I was 
urged to testify to in a hypothetical question 
and asked the man who urged me to do this 
if that was about what was wanted, and he 
said it was. The statement was the truth 
as to the condition of Mrs. Fulton at the 
time of her death, but the hypothesis was to 
be used as applying to the date when she 
signed her will, some months prior to her 
death.” 

“Who offerel you this bribe?” asked At- 
torney M. R. Raftree. 

“It was suggested in the office of At- 
torney William H. Richardson, and he 
knew of it,” replied the witness. - 

Attorney Church put Dr. Houghton 
through a long c mn on the 
details of the signing of the will. Dr. 
Houghton stated that Mrs. Fulton was 
capable of making a will at the time she 
signed it. Dr. Houghton said that- some 
of the conversation he had had about the 
oom was with a young lawyer named Rome 

en. 


Will Admitted to Probate. 

Judge Batten ordered the will admitted 
to probate. Under it David A. Pierce, 5464 
Washington avenue, is executor. The testa- 
trix died on Jan. 20. She made some small 
personal bequests and the rest of the estate 
is to be divided among fifteen relatives, near- 
ly all cousins. The contestants were not 
named in the will. 

Attorney Richardson declares Dr. Hough- 
ton’s statement “ absolutely unfounded,” as 
far as he knows.

BERNE DECISION IN DISFAVOR. 


Delagoa Bay Finding May Be Resented 
by Both the United States and 
England. 


} 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—The dissat- 
isfaction expressed in England at the find- 
ings of the Delagoa Bay arbitration is sharp- 
ly reflected in Washington. The findings, 
as is represented to the government, have 
simply resulted in a decree that, if observed, 
would plunge England and the United States 
into protracted litigation in the endeavor 
to satisfy the claimants to the money out 
of a sum totally inadequate for the purpose, 
and the two governments may decide not 
to accept the arbitration. 

LISBON, March 30.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Sefior Veiga Beirao, announced that 

overnment would soon pay the amount 
a ed by the Berne tribunal in the Dela- 
goa Bay railway arbitration without hav-

BERLIN, March 30.—The German papers, 
commenting upon the Berne award, criti- 
cise the attitude of the British press. The 
Berliner Tageblatt admits that England has 
sufficient occasion to be dissatisfied, but it 
condemns the London papers for saying 
that the decision is a blow to the principle 
of arbitration, adding: 

“Those are the same English papers 
which, during the conference at The Hague, 
tried to denounce the German government 
to the Czar because Germany was unwilling 
to accept obligatory arbitration. But crit- 
icism of this attitude of the English press 
is superfluous.” 

The Freisinnige Zeitung says: “‘ Payment 
will cause Portugal great difficulty, but it 
will in no way necessitate a mortgage or 
sale of the Delagoa territory to Great 
Britain.” 

The National Zeitung thinks the award 
will not compel a sale of the disputed ter- 
ritory, but it believes that Great Britain 
may get possession of this with Portugal’s 
consent for a few years or permanently. 

The Tages Zeitung says: “ The plan start- 
ed in the United States to raise a loan to 
help Portugal out of the situation deserves 


and Russia.”’ 

This paper makes a covert attack on the 
government, and asks whether Germany 
still has her hands free to protect her own 
interests against England.

Denmark asks a certain price, says the 
statement, and it gave to the United States 
representative, Henry White, secretary of 
the American embassy at London, its rea- 
gons for asking that price. 
When Mr. White opened the negotiations 
he was told that a reasonable proposition 
from the United States might be considered 
if the negotiations and eventually the treaty 
would be sure of ratification at the present 
gession of the United States Congress. 
The statement says that Mr. White was 
frankly told that the islands were a financial 
burden to Denmark, and that the Danish

- the present indebtedness of the islands to the 


mother country. This price, it is said, was 
between $4,000,000 ana $5,000,000. 

A strong sentiment against selling the 
isiands has sprung up in Denmark, and so. 
forcible have been the protests that the 
King has semi-officially announced that if 
the United States should fail to avail itself 
of the propositions already made he would 
promise that the islands should not be sold. 

The statement ends: 

“Denmark refuses to believe that the 
Tnited States, knowing from the lips of the 
Danish government that the islands are an 
incumbrance upon it from a financial point 
of view, would enforce the Monroe doctrine 
in case Denmark should lease the islands to 
Germany or any other power fora long term 
of years.

Successful Features Named. 


The referees also were asked to name 
ten features of the law in which it had been 
most conspicuously successful, and the fol- 
lowing were among those mentioned gen- 
erally: 

The law practically prevents preferences, not 
merely those of a voluntary nature to wives and 
relatives, but also those which may be merely 
suffered for the benefit of friendly local banks 
and. large mercantile houses. 

The old-time doctrine, which made “ intent ”’ 
the chief and most difficult element of proof where 
preferences were alleged, has given place to the 
more rational doctrine of ‘‘ effect of the act."’ 

The referees are numerous and easily accessible. 

The referees are, in effect, local courts of bank- 
ruptey, their powers, except as to adjudications, 
discharges, and compositions, thanks to wise dis- 
trict rules, being in practice the same as those of 
the District Judges, and, even in the absence of 
such rules, much more extensive than the owners 
of the registers under the former law.

Where the bankrupt transfers property to 
a creditor, intending to give him a prefer- 
ence, or by collusion with such creditor ac- 
complishes this result, the referees believe 
he should be refused a discharge.

The existing 
policy of the law; it holds, should limit the 
right to those corporations which can be 
adjudged involuntary bankrupts. Stock- 
holders only should determine whether a 
petition should be filed. The committee has 
not thought it wise at this time to urge the 
elimination of the present discrimination in 
favor of wage-earners and farmers. The 
committee says: 

Unless the law is changed, owing to the larger 
fees paid court officers and the larger allowances 
made attorneys under the State system of ad- 
ministering insolvent corporations, and therefore, 
the growing unpopularity of the bankruptcy law 
with such classes, to say nothing of the increas- 
ing aversion to the bankruptcy system by all 
debtors who have aught to conceal, or prefer a. 
friendly liquidation to one controlled by their 
creditors, there will be a general scurrying of part- 
nerships and individuals into corporations, that 
thereby they may have immunity from investiga- 
tion by creditors and shelter themselves behind the 
often too lax clauses of State corporation laws. 

The referees believe that the wife of a 
bankrupt should be obliged to be a witness. 
They recommend that a bankrupt who re- 
fuses to answer any question approved by 
the court shall be denied his discharge on the 
application of any creditor. The committee 
finds that the definition of “ insolvency " is 
being abused in certain States where home- 
stead exemptions are large. 


PLAN TO MERGE PARK BOARDS. 


Move in Connection with Projected 
Consolidation of the Various City 
and County Taxing Bodies. 
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At a conference in the roms of the Civic 
federation yesterday afternoon between 
members of\the Citizens’ Commission of One 
Hundred, which has in charge the move- 
ment to consolidate the various taxing bodies 
in the city and county, plans were dis- 
cussed for merging the three Park boards 
in one system. By centralizing the govern- 
ing power it is said the expense of admin- 
istration could be reduced 25 per cent. The 
commission authorized Secretary Easley to 
engage attorneys to work out the details 
and outline the draft of a bill for presenta- 
tion to the Legislature. 

Such a move would overcome the only ob- 
jection thus far encountered in the move 
to abolish township organization in the City 
of Chicago. By providing revenue for the 
parks it will be an easy matter, it is believed, 
to unite the various towns under the 
Humphrey law enacted at the last session 
of the Legislature. The plan most favored 
at the conference was to establish one board 
to control the parks and to make the body a 
codrdinate branch of the city government. 
Under this plan the board would hold the 
‘ game relation to the municipality that the 
School and Library boards do to the city at 
present. 

Those present at the conference were: 
Franklin H. Head, Josiah L. Lombard, H. 
S. Mecartney, O.. K. Hutchinson, Gale 
Blocki, L. D. Condee, President Joseph Don- 
nersberger, and Attorney Tinsman of the 
South Park board; Attorney Riddle and 
Secretary Schubert of the West Park board; 
and Attorney Mecartney of the Lincoln Park 
board. 

Joseph Donnersberger said: “‘ I am heart- 
ily in favor of the movement to consolidate 
the different Park boards into one compact 
system. It would remove the only bar to 
abolishing township organization in Chi- 
‘cago, and would result in a large saving 
in the cost of maintaining the parks. I 
would establish one board to manage the 
parks on the North, West, and South Sides, 
and have the members elected by the people 
or appointed by the Mayor.” 

Attorney Riddle said: ‘“‘ We levy about 
$1,500,000 each year in taxes for the main- 
tenance of Chicago’s parks, and it is obvious 
that much better results could be had if 
one executive body were given the control 
of the interests.”’ 

H. 8. Mecartney said the change could be 
made by legislative action and without re- 
course to a constitutional convention. 

Attorney Mecartney said he would have * 
the park corporations united for the purposes 
of taxation under one head, but retain the

The an- 
swers reflect the experience in over one- 
half of the bankruptcy cases referred under 
the present law. a 

Criticism by Referees. 

The following were features of the law 
criticised by the referees: ee 

That it is now practically impossible to prevent 
a discharge, short of proving perjury. . 


That the compensation of trustees is so small 
as to jeopardize the proper administration of és- 
tates 


That the law is not uniform in discriminating - 


between natural and aftificial persons, in dis- 


criminating between certain classes of natural 


persons, in giving force to the exemption laws of 
the various States. 

That petitions in forma pauperis in effect give a 
debtor the right to proceed as a poor person at 
his own instance and without the consent of the 
court, and that this privilege has therefore been 
much abused. 

That the wife of the bankrupt is not a com- 
pellable witness in all States, and that sections 
of the law are not so phrased as to give a bank- 
rupt the equivalent of his constitutional privilege. 

That alimony and similar obligations in many 
jurisdictions have been held dischargeable debts. 

That proceedings in involuntary cases are un-

Here, also, the extreme has’ been 
reached, and a reasonable discretion eliminated, 
But the principle that insolvent estates should be 
managed by those to whom they belong—the cred- 
itors—has been asserted and maintained as never 
before. 

Claims are easily and cheaply proven and divi- 


dends yaid without appreciable expense. The 
intervention of an attorney is, in ordinary cases, 
unnecessary. 

Composition agreements are in control of a ma- 
jority in number and amount of the creditors. 
Neither a single large creditor nor a combination 
of small creditors, as a rule, can prevent a proper 
settlement; the latter usually at a prorate larger 
than would be paid in case of complete liquida- 
tion. This already has resulted in the rehabili- 
tation of many a going business, thus saving val- 
uable good wills and putting an end to the in ter- 
rorem tactics and resultant secret preferences of 
single creditors under the State laws. 

As a whole, that the law has reduced litigation 
hetween debtor and creditor by half, thus, as one 
referee puts it, ‘‘ reducing lawyers’ and Sheriffs’ 
fees into creditors’ dividends.’ 

“In general,” the committee adds, “ the 
law has emancipated thousands of men and 
women from long-standing slavery to their 
creditors, a slavery which, under State laws, 
it was not in their power to end and which 
was as valueless to the one as it was hopeless 
to the other.’’

The action of 
the board was through the adoption of the 
recommendations of Justices Everett, Prin- 
diville, and Underwood, the Committee of iIn- 
vestigation. 

The action of the board leaves the matter 
in the hands of the town meeting on Tuesday. 

Supervisor Shannon and Clerk Ryan made 
a hard but vain fight against the adoption of 
the report. 

Committee’s Report in Full. ° 

It was as follows: 


Your committee appointed to examine the ac- 
counts and vouchers of the Supervisor of the 


' Town of South Chicago for the period of his term 


of office to the 27th day of March, 1900, being the 
Tuesday preceding the date of the annual town 
meeting, begs leave to report that it examined 
the report of the Supervisor to March 27, 1900, 
and his vouchers and receipts for the sums ex- 
pended by him, and found therefrom that he had 
expended all the sums as set forth in his report, 
and that he held proper receipts therefor. That. 
for all of said sums he held the vouchers of the 
Clerk of the town certifying to the audit of the 
same by the Auditing board. That for all of said 
sums, except those hereinafter enumerated, the 
records of the Board of Auditors show an audit 
by the board.

Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogle stated 
that the fees now charged by the justices 
were 15 cents for each order entered, The 
number of orders in each case carried to @ 
termination brings the total amount in crim- 
inal cases up to $4.60. He said the recom- 
mendation of the jury would be followed, 
and without proceeding against any partic- 
ular justice an effort would be made to 
bring some kind of a suit that would settle 
the question.
